Claims 60-62, 64, 66-68, and 83-90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Bailey et al, "The Surgical Correction of Mitral Insufficiency By the Use of 
Pericardial Grafts", The Journal of Thoracic Surgery, Vol. 28, No. 6 (December 1954), pp. 551- 
603. The methods illustrated in Figures 33 and 34 involve passive devices positioned to 
passively alter heart geometry by virtue of the incisions themselves and by virtue of the tension 
imparted (page 567, lines 33-35; etc.) and to draw together leaflets of the in situ valve (e.g., 
Figure 34 caption). Regarding claim 68 and others, the position of a papillary muscle is also 
altered because of the artificially created papillary support (page 602, second to last paragraph or 
sentence; Figure 33F).
